can yhii>iiers, as to the character of 
niorchanfll.se thnt is crntrab.ind and lia­ 
ble to seizure duringtheprogress of war, 
the following unoilicial but authentic 
ntatoment has been obtained from a 
hU;h oiHflal tjf the r|^-crnmcnt: 


‘In determining acTijrdlng to the law 
of nations whether merchandise is con­ 
traband of war, it is classiiied: 1—Ab­ 
solute 
contraband: 
2—Occasional 
or 
conditional contraband; 
3—Qoods not 
contraband. The first class includes all 
goods of an es.sentially warlike charac­ 
ter. The second class Includes provi»- 
!ons, naval stores, coal, horses, certain 
kinds of machinery, certain forms of 
steel, iron, etc., which are subservient 
to warlike use and which are destined 
for the use of the enemy. They are con­ 
traband or not according to occasions 
and conditions as to their character, 
shipment and destlne^^ use. Every such 
case depends on its own facts. 


"The third class includes articles not 
suited to warlike use. such as church 
service and musical Instruments, house­ 
hold wares and goods, and other such 
like articles, and including many that 
are purely mercantile in charcter. No 
article of 
merchandise is contraband 
unless tranpported beyond the tenitor- 
iarwaters and .iurisdiclion of a nouti-al 
state: nor unless destined for an enemy 
port or for enemy use or for an enemy 
ship upon the hi^h sea^, which belHg(‘r- 
ent ships are permitted to police in 
search of enemy ships and contraband 
of war. 


“No final and exhaustive definition of 
contraband articles can be given. They 
are changing with the progress of in­ 
ventions. Some articles were formerly 
contraliand w’liich now are not. and the 
converse is true. 
T'ach belligerent Is 
competent to determine what it will 
treat as contraband. Its prescription of 
contranand articles is conclusive. 
If 
such presciiption .should be made in 
outrageous disregard of 
International 
law or to treaty rights neutral states 
affected 
w’ould 
prt^bably 
inl'rp'se. 
Neither belligerent can treat goods as 
contraband In violation of his treaty 
Btipuliitions with a neutral ])ower as 
regards tb.e subj<^cts of that power. 


“Any one desiring to .^hlp goods to a 
forcfirn port in neutral vessels would 
profitably c.;nsult any existing treaties 
between Spain and the government of 
that port. The belligerent right of cap­ 
ture as againit a neutral exi.=>ts only 
either in c ms*^ of contraband of war. or 
of enemy’s goods aboard, or of violation 
of an effective blockade, and in other 
analogous cases where the conduct of 
the neutral justifies the belligerent in 
treating his property a?» enemy prop­ 
erty. If Spain adheres to the principle 
"free ships, free goods.” as this govern­ 
ment propopes to do, only contraband 
goods are subject to capture in such 
ships.

W IL D STOKY FJiOM FLO K ID A . 


Kcpoi't That a Moiiitoi* and u Spnnlsli Ship 
Ar«? “PoundlnB: Away.” 


Jacksonville, Fla., April 23.—Accord­ 
ing to private dispatches received by 
The Times Union and Citizen last night 
the first naval battle of the w^ar took 
place opposite Boynton, about twenty- 
five miles south of Palm Beach, at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. George Ly­ 
man, a reliable man, and several others 
who were fishing In Lake Worth, which is 
separated from the ocean by a narrow 
Btrip of land, heard heavy firing and 
ran to the beach. They reported to the 
railroad agent and postmaster at Lan- 
tar.a that a United States monitor was 
chasing and firing upon a Spanish man- 
of-war or gunboat, convoying a coal or 
transport ship. 
The Spaniard replied 
shot after shot. 


All the ships were traveling with a 
"bone in their teeth.” The men say they 
w'atched the battle for an hour, or until 
only the smoke from the funnels was 
visible on theaouthem horizon,in which 
direction they were traveling. A spec ial 
dispatch from Lantana says: 
“An eye 
W’itness has just arrived from Boynton 
and reports a supposed trnnsptirt ve.sse! 
southward bound guarded by a man-of- 
w’ar pursued by a monitor, keeping up 
a heavy running fire."

Washington, April 23,—The Republic­ 
an members of the ways and means 
committee completed the war revenue 
measure yesterday and sent It to the 
printer. It will be gone over again to­ 
day and probably suijmitted to the full 
committee next Wednesday. 
Several 
question» are still open. The bill as now 
prepared, It is estimated, will raise be­ 
tween $95,000,000 and |100,000,000 annually. 
The principal decision made yesterday 
was the definite determination not to 
place a tax upon either of the substi­ 
tute propositions—railroad and other 
transportation tickets, or petroleum. 


It w'as decided, how'ever, to place a 
tax of 1 cent upon chewing gum and 2 
and 4 cents upon mineral waters, gin­ 
ger ale and foreign and native wines, 2 
cents on pints and 4 cents on quarts. 
These additions are made to the stamp 
tax act of I860, wiiich is re-enacted with 
modifications. A tonnage tax which is 
expected to raise $2,500,000 is also In­ 
corporated In the bill. 


The addition of $1 per barrel on beer 
Is expected to raise $35.000,000, The ques­ 
tion of allowing a rebate on beer stamps 
Is still open. The doubling of the to­ 
bacco tax and the provision for a retail 
licence of $4.80 are expected to rai«e 
$30,000,000 and the provisions 
of 
the 
stamp tax over $30,000,000.
